Cleveland, Nov. 1—(AP)— 


With the steel strike settled 
in plants of Bethlehem Steel 
Co., 
CIO President Philip 


Murray today invited the rest 
of the industry to "come 
along" with the same kind of 
settlement. 


Murray spoke from 
the 


platform of the CIO's na- 
tional convention in Public 
hall. As he talked, Bethlehem 
mills employing 80,000 work- 
ers were firing up for a re- 
sumption of operations. 


Murray reported the settle- 


ment, reached last night, in a 
talk to CIO delegates. Calling 
the month-old steel walkout 
"the most magnificient strike 
in the history of labor," he 
said: 


"I use this platform to in- 


vite the recalcitrant steel 
companies to come along 
now and negotiate a Bethle- 
hem agreement with us. It 
now is the duty of the balance 
of the industry to settle." 


In talking with reporters, 


Murray said with a smile, "we 
always expect our friends in 
U. S." Steel to do a little better 
than th<* rest of them." 


Bethlehem,

largest steel producer, shat- 
tered precedent last night by 
coming to terms ahead of 
"big steel."

The airliner crashed at the 


Potomac river's edge. Bodies 
of the passengers were flung 
over an area of 150 yards.

people are under the influence of alcohol.

Charles Started It 


As I recall it that rule was laid 


down after Charles I entered com- 
mons and arrested five members 
These days when a message from 
he throne is brought to commons, 
t is carried by a dignitary known 
s the black rod who knocks re- 
pectfully at the doors to the house 
.nd begs for admission as agent of 
.is majesty. 


There are 640 members of com- 


-nons and 740 lords Some of the 
ords are hereditary, others are 


;ewly appointed by the king, and 
here are still other categories, m- 
:ludmg the bishops of the Church 


of England. Actually the majority 
of the lords Barely attend the ses- 
sions. Most 
the peew who sit 


regularly a „ experts who have 
been appointed because of their 
knowledge. 


While the legislative powers of 


the lords are restricted, they per- 
form a very useful service. For 
one thing they serve as a valuable 
balance wheel for a sometimes im- 
petuous house of commons. Then 
the law lords constitute the high 
court, which is the equivalent to 
America's supreme court. 


However, there is growing de- 


bate in England whether it would 
not be better to reconstitute the 
house of lords by making its mem- 
bership elective. In that way it 
would represent the general public 
the same as does commons. That 
at least is a solution which the 
socialist party would like to see. 


German Engineer 
Finds Uranium Ore 


Hof, Germany, Nov. 1—(AP) — 


A German engineer claimed today 
to have found traces of uranium 
ore deposits in the American zone 
of Germany near the junction of 
the Soviet zone and Czechoslovak 
borders. 


This was the first report of 


uranium being discovered in west- 
ern Germany 
The engineer, Dr. 


Albert Kummer, told newsmen he 
found the traces in the Fichtel 
mountains. 


These mountains are a south- 


west extension of the Erzgebirge, 
or ore mountain, where the Rus- 
sians reputedly are mining uran- 
ium.

New York—(AP)—Watching a 


surgeon rescue a dying woman 
from the tentacles of cancer is an 
unforgettable sight. 


I had this experience over the 


weekend along with a number of 
newsmen and 1,000 doctors in* 
vited to the demonstration by the 
American Cancer Society. 


It was done by television, using 


a color process developed by the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System. 


And it proved—whatever the im- 
mediate commercial future of color 
television may be—that this form 
of video already is of value m 
teaching surgical techniques. 


The \iewing screen were set up 


in the Biltmore hotel. 
The tele- 


vision camera itself was 25 blocks 
away, trained on an 
operating 


table in Memorial hospital. 


The surgeon was Dr. Alexander 


Brunschwig, a famous cancer ex- 
pert. The woman, about 51, was 
unidentified. 
She had agreed in 


advance to allow the operation to 
be televised, hoping it would be of 
value to the assembled doctors. 


Case Is Hopeless 


"This is in no sense a cure," 


explained Dr. Brunschwig. "Her 
case is hopeless. 
Radiation has 


failed. 
She is in pain, and this 


operation will ielieve that." 


He spoke through a microphone 


attached to his throat The camera 
showed only hts hands and the 
patient's abdomen as he swiftly 
made his incision 


Opening the boch 
ca\ity, he 


discovered the malignant tumor 
had spread through most of the 
woman's lower organs The tissues 
stood out in clear relief under 
color television 
But whenever 


the 
camera 
switched back 
to 


black-and-white, they became al- 
most indistinguishable. 


Quickly, cutting here, putting 


clamps there, he freed the malig- 
nant mass. Its size drew a gasp 
from the audience. To remove it 
the surgeon had to take out the 
cervix, bladder, and part of the 
colon.and intestine. 


Cancer Shows Clearly 


"Now we have taken out all the 


tumerous tissues visible 
to 
the 


naked eye," said Dr. Brunschwig. 
His inference was clear—there 
were other malignant areas im- 
possible to reach with the knife. 
The blue-black cancer spots on the 
excised organs showed clearly on 
the scieen. 


"There is some question as to 


whether radical operations of this 
nature 
are 
worthwhile," 
the 


surgeon said, calmly, as he sewed 
up the severed blood vessels. 


"But we learn something from 


them. 
And some patients have* 


lived more than two years—are 
still alive—after such operations. 


"The patient is relieved of pam 


and restored to usefulness—for a 
time at least. 
In any case we 


don't philosophize about it too 
much. We do for each individual 
what we can." 


And the picture faded from the 


screen as the surgeon went about 
the routine task of sewing up his 
patient.

Dame sink the Navy at football, 
40 to 0. It's an eerie thing- 
television, catching a 
life 
and 


death drama in the morning, foot- 
ball in the afternoon. 


All through the game I kept 


thinking of the unknown lady in 
the hospital, who can't live very 
long but at least won't huit for a 
while. I wonder what she will do 
with the time she has left ? 


If you have an ice cream scoop

Unification, in Theory and Practice 
The latest chapter in the long controversy between the 


navy and the air force shows how easy it is to effect unifi- 
cation of the services in theory—and how difficult it is to 
achieve it in practice. As the Wall Street Journal- said. "You 
do not make two belligerent cats peaceful by putting them to- 
gether in a barrel." The differences between the views of 
the forces are fundamental, they affect our whole concept of 
offensive and defensive war, and they are held with great 
passion and sincerity on both sides. 


The layman, of course, is not equipped to accurately 


weigh the "merits of the arguments over the B-36 super- 
bomber. Ranking navy admirals said in their testimony 
that it was a 1941 airplane in all essentials, that it would be 
easily picked up on radar screens, and that it would be pretty 
much of a sitting duck for our new jet fighters, and, more 
important, for the jet fighters that Russia is developing. The 
air force top brass, in answer, held that the plane is as nearly 
invulnerable as aircraft can be, that it is our basic offensive 
weapon, that it needs no fighter escort on long bombing mis- 
sions, and that its speed, service ceiling and firepower make 
it able to deal with any jets. It is worth remarking in this 
connection that not only the navy disagrees with the air 
force view. As an example, some British experts published 
a scientific study some time ago which cast doubt on the 
operational efficiency of the B-36 under combat conditions, 
and which also advanced the theory that in these days of 
swift development of the jet engine the piston engine may be 
on its way out for military planes. 


Be that as it may. the navy, in the view of many, has 


one very strong talking point—and that is the too-many-eggs- 
in-one-basket idea. There seems little doubt that air force 
heads believe there is no need for navy combat air strength, 
and that the air force should have it all. This was the rea- 
soning that lay behind the order stopping construction of a 
65,000-ton aircraft carrier after a start had been made on 
laying the keel. That order came as a body blow to naval 
men, who saw in it a plan to relegate their service to the 
status of a secondary, subsidiary force. The navy's position, 
as presented by Admiral Denfield, chief of naval operations, 
holds that "each service within budgetary limitations be 
permitted to design and develop its own weapons," and that 
the "views of a particular service are entitled to predominant 
weight in the determination of the forces needed by that

New York, Nov. 1—(AP)—A 


new field in medicine was opened 
here with a report to Thi Ameri- 
can Cancer Society that two new 
hormones shrink certain cancers. 


The hormones are acth and cor- 


tisone. This pair earlier this year 
caused dramatic relief of pain in 
arthritis, gout and rheumatic fe- 
ver. 


Effects The same 


Their effects on cancer were 


much the same. The patients felt 
and 
ate 
better, 
and 
cancers 


shrank, only to enlarge after the 
medicine was stopped. To date, 
two cancers have remained smaller 
for ten weeks, with no signs of 
swelling again. 


The doctors said they gave these 


hormones for cancer not because 
they expected cures, but because 
here is a new way of hobbling the 
disease and perhaps finding out 
what really will be a cancer treat- 
ment. 


Considering the sensational ef- 


fects of the hormones on quite un- 
related diseases, particularly ar- 
thritis, gout, and rheumatic fever, 
doctors said this might be the 
greatest discovery since Pasieur 
found germs. 


.Mysterious Action 


What happens is due to some as 


yet mysterious action of the adre- 
nal glands in the back. These 
glands make cortisone and prob- 
ably more than a dozen other still 
unknown hormones. Acth governs 
the hormone production of these 
glands.

A record crop of apples in north- 


west Illinois, with a very low mar- 
ket, haa discouraged several grow- 
ers to the point of ceasing the 
growing of apples, it was reported 
today. A most unusual season, 
free from damaging insects and 
blight which is an annual menace 
to apple ordcharda, was absent 
during the spring months and a 
record corp has resulted. 


J. S. Darrah, for many years one 


of the largest of apple growers in 
the Dixon area, has sold some of 
his orchards but still reports a 
crop of about 2,000 bushels from 
his limited acreage. Other apple 
growers report the heaviest crop 
in many seasons but with the over- 
stocked market and prices low, the 
growers are disgusted and many 
threaten to cease th* culture ol 
apples and discontinue the acreage 
now alloted to orchards. 


In the Dixon area but one new 


orchard is reported this year. In 
Palmyra township, M. C. Lawton, 
a veteran grower is reported to 
have set out a 15-acre tract in 
young trees.

Institute of Technology, tie other 
by the University of California at 
Los Angeles, brought this grim 
specter into the real of scientific 
speculation: 


Sixty rmles above the earth ex- 


ists a heretofore unknown layer 
of oxygen molecules winch myste- 
riously change the wave lengths 
of the sun's deady ultra-violet rays 
to infra-red heat rays. This was 
announced by Dr. Joseph Kap- 


these viruses, he believes, may al- 
low the cells to grow wild, as in 
the case of cancer. 


Thus, if an overdose of ultravio- 


let rays from tne sun did nothing 
else, it might touch off a cancer 
epidemic of severe proportions.

Compromise 
Farm Bill

Washington, Nov. 1—(AP)— 


The compromise farm bill of the 
81st congress became the law of 
the land today for at least one 
production season. 


President Truman put his sig-
